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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is a response to the Decision On Appeal (Appeal 201 0- 
004252) dated June 14, 201 1, which reversed the rejections. 

2. Claims 1-6,11-13,15,16 and 1 8-26 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -6, 1 1 -1 3, 1 5, 1 6 and 1 8-26 are allowed. 

4. The following is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowable over the closest references: Irie et al. (U. S. 
Patent 5,959,028) and Straw et al. (U. S. Patent Application Publication 2003/0165701). 

Irie discloses a resin composition curable through a Michael reaction between (a) 
a component having a plurality of ct,(3-unsaturate carbonyl groups and (b) a component 
having a plurality of activated methylene group in the presence of a catalyst. The 
activated methylene component is a polymer of an asymmetric malonate ester in which 
one of carboxyl groups is esterified with an alkanol while the other carboxyl group is 
esterified with hydroxyalkyl (meth) acrylate or polyoxyalkylene glycol 
mono(meth)acrylate (abstract). 

Irie discloses the curable resin composition comprising: 

a) a component containing a plurality of a, 3 -ethylenically unsaturated carbonyl 
groups in the molecule; 

b) an acryalte polymer containing a plurality of malonate-terminated pendant 
groups in the molecule; and 
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(c) a catalyst capable of promoting the Michael reaction (col. 2, lines 10-15). 

Component (a) is a compound or polymer having a plurality of ethylenic 
unsaturations between carbon atoms at a and p positions relative to a carbonyl group. 
Typical examples of such compound are acrylic or methacrylic (hereinafter collectively 
referred to as "(meth) acrylic") esters of polyhydric alcohols such as ethylene glycol 
di(meth)acrylate, diethylene glycol di(meth) acrylate, propylene glycol di(meth)acrylate, 
neopentyl glycol di(meth)acrylate, trimethylolpropane tri(meth) acrylate, glycerol 
tri(meth)acrylate, pentaerythritol tetra(meth)acrylate and the like. Further examples of 
component (a) include polyether acrylate resins such as polyethylene glycol di(meth) 
acrylate, etc. (col. 3, lines 30-33). 

Component (b) may be produced by copolymerizing a malonate-terminated 
acrylate monomer with a copolymerizable acrylic and/or non-acrylic monomer as 
exemplified in connection with component (a) (col. 3, lines 44-47). The malonate- 
erminated acrylate monomers have the formula, which is substantially identical to 
formulas in claim 12 (col. 3, lines 52-57). 

Component (c) of the resin composition may be a strong base. Examples thereof 
include alkali metal hydroxide such as sodium hydroxide or potassium hydroxide; alkal 
metal alkoxide such as sodium methoxide or potassium ethoxide; quaternary 
ammonium hydroxides such as tetrabutylammonium hydroxide, etc. (col. 4, lines 25-30). 

Straw discloses that the coating composition need have little or no volatile 
organic solvent to achieve a viscosity suitable for spray application (page 1 , [0003]). 
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Straw discloses that the volatiles should be removed, for instance under vacuum (page 

4. [0039]). 

However, Irie et al. and Straw et al. do not disclose or fairly suggest the claimed 
curable mixture comprising at least one multi-functional Michael donor, at least one 
multi-functional Michael acceptor, and at least one anion of a Michael donor, particularly 
wherein said curable mixture comprises 5% or less by weight non-reactive volatile 
compounds that have boiling points of 120°C or less, based on the total weight of said 
curable mixture, wherein each Michael acceptor functional group in said multifunctional 
Michael acceptor is a residue of acrylic acid, methacrylic acid, fumaric acid, or maleic 
acid, as per instant claim 1 . 

5. As of the date of this Notice of Allowability, the Examiner has not located or 
identified any reference that can be used singularly or in combination with another 
reference including Irie et al. and Straw et al. to render the present invention anticipated 
or obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

6. In the light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art.
